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AN ACT concerni ng public health.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Counties Code is anended by changing

Section 5-25013 as foll ows:

(55 I'LCS 5/5-25013) (from Ch. 34, par. 5-25013)

Sec. 5-25013. Organization of board; powers and duties.

(A The board of heal th of each county or
mul tiple-county health departnment nust shall, imediately
after appointnent, nmeet and organi ze, by the election of one
of its nunber as president and one as secretary, and either
from its nunber or otherwse, a treasurer and such other
officers as it may deem necessary. A board of health may make
and adopt such rules for its own guidance and for the
gover nnment of the health departnent as may be deened
necessary to protect and i nprove public heal th not
inconsistent with this Division. It nust shatl:

1. Hold a neeting prior to the end of each
operating fiscal year, at which neeting officers shall be
el ected for the ensuing operating fiscal year;

2. Hold neetings at |east quarterly;

3. Hold special neetings upon a witten request
signed by two nenbers and filed with the Secretary or on
request of the medical health officer or public health
adm ni strator;

4. Provide, equip and nmaintain suitable offices,
facilities and appliances for the health departnent;

5. Publish annually, wthin 90 days after the end
of the county's operating fiscal year, in panphlet form
for free distribution, an annual report showing the

condition of its trust on the l|ast day of the nost
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recently conpleted operating fiscal year, the suns of
money received fromall sources, giving the nanme of any
donor, how all noneys have been expended and for what
purpose, and such other statistics and information in
regard to the work of the health departnent as it may
deem of general interest;

6. Wthin its jurisdiction, and professional and
techni cal conpetence, enforce and observe all State |aws
pertaining to the preservation of health, and all county
and nmuni ci pal ordi nances except as otherwi se provided in
this D vision;

7. Wthin its jurisdiction, and professional and
techni cal conpetence, investigate the existence of any
contagious or infectious disease and adopt neasures, not
inconsistent wwth the regul ations of the State Departnent
of Public Health, to arrest the progress of the sane;

8. Wthinits jurisdiction, and professional and
techni cal conpetence, make all necessary sanitary and
heal th investigati ons and i nspections;

9. Upon request, give professional advice and
information to all city, village, incorporated town and
school authorities, wthin its jurisdiction, in al
matters pertaining to sanitation and public health;

10. Appoint a mnedical health officer as t he
executive officer for the departnent, who shall be a
citizen of the United States and shall possess such
qualifications as may be prescribed by the State
Department of Public Health; or appoint a public health
adm nistrator who shall possess such qualifications as
may be prescribed by the State Departnent of Public
Health as the executive officer for the departnent,
provi ded that the board of health shall nake available
medi cal supervision which is considered adequate by the

Director of Public Health;
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10 1/2. Appoint such professional enployees as my
be approved by the executive officer who neet the
qualification requirements of the State Departnent of
Public Health for their respective positions provided,
that in those health departnments tenporarily without a
medi cal health officer or public health adm nistrator
approval by the State Departnent of Public Health shal
suffice;

11. Appoint such other officers and enployees as
may be necessary;

12. Prescribe the powers and duties of all officers
and enployees, fix their conpensation, and authorize
paynent of the same and all other departnment expenses
from the County Health Fund of the county or counties
concer ned;

13. Submt an annual budget to the county board or
boar ds;

14. Submt an annual report to the county board or
boar ds, expl ai ni ng al | of its activities and
expendi t ures;

15. Establish and carry out prograns and services
in mental health, including nental retardation and
al cohol i sm and substance abuse, not inconsistent with the
regul ati ons of the Departnent of Human Servi ces;

16. Consult wth all other private and public
heal th agencies in the county in the devel opnent of |ocal
pl ans for the nost efficient delivery of health services.

(B) The board of heal th of each county or

mul ti pl e-county heal th departnent may:

1. Initiate and carry out prograns and activities
of all kinds, not inconsistent wth law, that may be
deened necessary or desirable in the pronotion and
protection of health and in the control of disease

i ncl udi ng tubercul osis;
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2. Receive contributions of real and personal
property;

3. Recommend to the county board or boards the
adoption of such ordinances and of such rules and
regulations as may be deened necessary or desirable for
the pronotion and protection of health and control of
di sease;

4. Appoint a nedical and dental advisory conmttee
and a non-nedical advisory commttee to the health
depart nent;

5. Enter into contracts W th t he St at e,
muni ci palities, ot her political subdi vi si ons and
non-official agencies for the purchase, sale or exchange
of health services;

6. Set fees it deens reasonable and necessary (i)
to provide services or perform regulatory activities,
(i) when required by State or federal grant award
conditions, (iii) to support activities delegated to the
board of health by the 1llinois Departnent of Public
Heal th, or (iv) when required by an agreenent between the
board of health and other private or gover nient al
organi zations, unless the fee has been established as a
part of a regulatory ordinance adopted by the county
board, in which case the board of health shall nake
recomendations to the county board concerning those
f ees. Revenue generated wunder this Section shall be
deposited into the County Health Fund or to the account
of the multiple-county health departnent.

7. Enter into nultiple year enploynent contracts
with the mnedical health officer or public heal t h
adm ni strator as may be necessary for the recruitnent and
retention of personnel and the proper functioning of the
heal t h depart nment.

(© The board of health of a nultiple-county health
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departnment may hire attorneys to represent and advise the
departnment concerning matters that are not wthin t he
exclusive jurisdiction of the State's Attorney of one of the
counties that created the departnent.
